Daddy’s Junky Music has been a 
prominent New England music intu- 
ition for 35 years. But unfortunately, 
they recently had to close their doors 
due to financial stress. At its best, the 
chain had 20 stores located through- 
out New England and New York, 
the closest being on Route Nine in 
Shrewsbury. Like many businesses, 
daddy’s had made pay cuts over re- 
cent years and was still struggling. 
The music chain closed its door sud- 
denly for good on October 26. 


It is more popular, and helpful for the 
local economy, than ever to shop and 
keep ones business local. However

how can someone do that when all 
the small stores in their area are clos- 
ing? Now that Daddy’s has closed, 
the real question is, where will New 
England musicians go besides major 
chains for equipment and supplies? 
Right here in Worcester, there is 
Union Music on Southbridge Street, 
just a few minutes from Worcester 
State University. The store has been 
family owned and operated since 
1900 according to owner Carl Kamp. 
He said the store started on Front 
Street when it first opened, moved 
to Main Street for some time then 
moved to the current Southbridge 
Street location. He is the third own- 
er of the store, the first owner was his 
grandfather, and the second was his 
father. 
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Kamp said the store offers many ser- 
vices beyond just instrument sales. 
“We also offer instrument repair, 
rentals, consignment of instruments, 
and instrument instruction,” he said. 
Instrument instruction is offered for 
all instruments Kamp said and as 
there are 15 instructors on staff stu- 
dents do not have to sit forever on a 
will not be placed on a long waiting 
list. 


Also, Union Music is not a chain 
store, not even a small chain, like 
Daddy’s was. This allows for the 
small, local business effect one may 
not be able to find at a larger chain 
store such as Guitar Center. When 
asked what his store can offer com- 
pared to bigger chains, Kamp said 


that they can offer a more personalized 
experience and it is not out of the ordi- 
nary for them to offer custom orders. 
“Most staff members have years of ex- 
perience, are knowledgeable and have 
been here for many years,” the owner 
said.

Movie Review: Moneyball Hits A Homerun

In 2001, the Oakland Athletics lost 
to the New York Yankees in the first 
round of the post season. Between 
this devastating loss and the start 
of the 2002 regular season, the 
Oakland Athletics lost their three 
best players to free agency. Gen- 
eral Manager Billy Beane (played 
by Brad Pitt) needed a way to still 
have a competitive team without 
his three key players despite having 
the lowest salaried team in baseball. 
He finds his solution in the saber 
metric theories of Peter Brand (Jo- 
nah Hill) and this is Moneyball. 


The biographical film adaption of 
Michael Lewis’ book of the same 
name exceeded my expectations 
to say the least. Director Bennett 
Miller has only directed a few films 
in his career but he seems to have 
done well for himself since his last 
film was the Academy Award Win- 
ning film Capote. It has intrigued 
me even further to want to see the 
few other movies that he has done. 
Virtually every aspect from a di- 
recting standpoint was perfect. 


Bennett was faced with a challenge 
for this movie because it couldn't 
really fall into your typical sports 
film formula. The film instead looks 
at things from the General Man- 
agers standpoint, the man making 
the trades, and what happens be- 
hind the scenes of the team on the 
field, as opposed to the usual sports 
films that concentrate more so on 
the players. The movie is not all fun 
and games, however, and is for the 
most part a very melancholy film. 
Rest assured, however, that when 
you are watching Miller's vision on 
the screen you will enjoy it wheth- 
er you went into the theater as a 
sports fan or not. 


I’m not going to lie, when I heard 
that Brad Pitt was going to be in a 
sports movie with a director I’ve 
never heard of I began to think that 
he was beginning his downward 
spiral like Robert Deniro did when 
he began acting in films like Meet 
The Fockers” ‘as opposed to the 
solid-script movies he was usually 
in like Goodfellas, Casino, or Taxi 
Driver. However, I put my faith in 
Pitt's great selection of roles and 
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alas my faith was not ill placed. Pitt 
gives a performance that keeps you 
wanting more every second and he 
couldn't have had a better co-star 
than Jonah Hill. This was the first 
drama that I had seen the “chubby 
kid” from Superbad in and his per- 
formance of the shy Yale graduate 
Peter Brand shows that he can be 
in the same league as Pitt when it 
comes to dramatic acting. 


The film’s score is done by My- 
chael Danna, albeit you probably 
are more familiar with his brother, 
Jeff’s work, (in scored films like 
The Boondock Saints, The Imagi- 
narium of Dr. Parnassus, Leaves Of 
Grass).

Danielle Clifford helped lead the 
women's soccer team to their first- 
ever ECAC Division III Tourna- 
ment Championship on Novem- 
ber 13.

Coach Kevin Cumberbatch was 
honored as the Turfer MASCAC 


Coach of the Year for helping the 
Lancers claim a share of the regu- 
lar season title and top-seed in the 
conference tournament. WSU 
earned a 2-1 win over Fitchburg 
State in the semifinals before they 
lost to Westfield State, 1-0, in the 
championship.

Men’s Soccer 


The men’s soccer team defeated 
Fitchburg State, 2-0, on Novem- 
ber 2 on the final day of the regu- 
lar season to earn its first berth in 
the MASCAC Tournament since 
2007. Following a 1-0 setback in 
overtime to Salem State in the 
conference tournament semifi- 
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nals, the Lancers earned the sixth 
seed in the ECAC Division III 
New England Tournament and 
lost to #3 Castleton State, 2-1, in 
double overtime to complete an 
8-9-2 season.

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Sophomore Alex Wolfel paced the 
offense with nine goals and three 
helpers for 21 points to earn a spot 
on the 25-point club. Wolfel also 
netted both of the squads mark- 
ers in their win over the Fitchburg 
State and their lone goal in their 
loss to Castleton State. 


Senior goalkeeper Evan Wilga 
broke the career record for saves 
(367) and ended his four years 
with the fourth-highest goals 
against average (1.67) and win to- 
tal (17). For his efforts head coach 
Jason Willis was named the Turfer 
MASCAC Coach of the Year. 


Field Hockey 


The 10-9 field hockey team closed 
out their regular season with three 
straight wins to earn their first Lit- 
tle East Tournament bid since the 
2008 season. After UMass Dart- 
mouth handed the Lancers a 4-1 


loss in the LEC quarterfinals, the 
Blue and Gold earned the sixth- 
seed in the ECAC Division III 
Field Hockey Tournament. WSU 
would end the season losing in 
the opening round to tournament 
champion Mount Holyoke, 8-1. 


Senior Samantha Janda broke the 
single-season record for points in a 
season (38) with team highs of 15 
goals and eight assists. Classmate 
Sarah Cozzens also was second'on 
the team in goals with 14 markers 
and seven helpers as Lauren Daley 
finished off her Worcester State 
career with 20 defensive saves — 
including eight this year. 


The team broke the school record 
for defensive saves in one season 
(17) as they received one each 
from senior teammates Molly 
Cotter and Haley Erickson in their 
setback to Mount Holyoke in the 
ECAC’. 
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Football 


The football team finished off their 
first winning season since 2004 
with a 26-6 setback against Salve 
Regina in the ECAC Northwest 
Bowl on Saturday, November 19. 
They ended the year with an 8-3 
record. 


The Lancers had 10 student-ath- 
letes named to the All-NEFC Bo- 
gan Division team including senior 
Tony Tokarz ended his Worcester 
State career with 4,604 passing 
yards and 46 touchdowns while 
classmate Marcus Price broke the 
single-season rushing yard record 
with 1,230 yards. Fourth-year Ray 
St. Laurent also led the conference 
with 10.5 sacks and teammate Cliff 
Oratokhai tied for the league lead

When researching the two different 
brands of eReaders, the Kindle and

can be borrowed from libraries 
and both of the new versions of 
the NOOK and Kindle have color 
screens and are able to download 
applications, watch movies, TV 
shows, listen to music, email, and 
surf the web with the built in Wi- 
Fi. 
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If they have so much in common 
then what are the differences? Why 
choose one over the other? It is 
tough to say which one may be bet- 
ter.

From Thursday November 17 
through Sunday November 20, 
the Worcester State Theatre and 
the Department of Visual and Per- 
forming Arts presented “The Good 
Person of Setzuan” directed by 
Adam Zahler. 


The play begins with Wong, a poor 
water seller, who meets two gods 
and she does all she can to find a 


_ place where the gods can sleep for 


the night. After asking almost the 
entire town of Setzuan, a prostitute 
named Shen Te allows them to 
sleep in her house for the night. Af- 
ter a good night's sleep the gods go 
against their normal ways and give 
Shen Te money as they believe she 
is truly a good person. 


Shen Te uses,the money to open 
up a small tobacco shop, but her 
plan to run a modest shop alone 
falls through as her cousins and 
other relatives hear about the shop 
and come to live and work with 
her. Shen Te, who is truly a good 
person, does nott kick them out 
but instead’she creates an alter ego 
named Shui Ta who claims to be 
Shen Te’s cousin who co-owns the 
shop. Shui Ta is a strict business- 
man who does not allow moochers 
and lays down the ground rules for 
the family staying. 


Shen Te has a very hard time get- 
ting respect from others in the 
town of Setzuan as everyone 
knows she was a prostitute but 
with the help of Shui Ta things get 
alittle better for her.

Te and Shui Ta, was outstanding. 
Whenever she changed from Shen 
Te to Shui Ta the audience felt like 
it really was a completely differ- 
ent character. Samantha Abel, who 
played , Wong was also exceptional. 
She communicated with other char- 
acters in the play, the audience and 
even at one point a stagehand. 


One downside to this play was the 
way the set was designed and the 
noise from others. not directly in- 
volved in the scene. At points during 
the play there were characters to the 
side of stage playing music quietly. 
Although it was not supposed to be 
so loud and distracting while it was 
happening, it was hard to focus on 
the scene that was being acted on 
stage. With the set being three dif- 
ferent locations at once performers 
who were getting ready to appear on 
a different part of the stage would 
sometimes make too much noise and 
distract from the story going on. The 
play also featured multiple musical 
numbers that seemed unnecessary. 
Another noteworthy aspect of the 
play was the very lifelike puppets 
and the way they were used on stage 
was reminiscent of how the puppets 
in “Lion King” on Broadway were 
operated.

The crane even showed a little bit 
of emotion while interacting with 
Shen Te. Along with the crane, there 
were also lifelike puppets of children. 
Although it seemed the human pup- 
pets were used because there were 
not enough actors cast, they were 
still a great feature to the show. 


The “Good Person of Setzuan” fea- 
tured great acting and it was great 
way to spend over two hours for just 
ten dollars. The Visual and Perform- 
ing Arts Department will be putting 
on a Performance of “Handels Mes- 
saiah” on December 2 at All Saints 
Episcopal Church in Worcester.

Kindle has a “text-to-speech” appli- 
cation that allows it to read words 
to you and can play audio books 
as well. A more recent update is 
the “Kindle Cloud Reader” which 
allows you to read Kindle books 
both online and offline from your 
Firefox, Goggle Chrome, or Safari 
web browser. You can add, orga- 
nize, and access your existing Kin- 
dle library without downloading 
any software. This is an interest- 
ing and helpful device, especially 
for people who practically live on 
their laptops; most students for in- 
stance. 


An adult student, Tina Bourgeois 
said, “I bought the kindle to save 
money on expensive text books as 
well as provide ease when traveling 
(not having to carry heavy books).” 
Look up your textbooks on Ama- 
zon and see how much they cost 
on the Kindle; guaranteed 90% of 
them are actually cheaper on the 
kindle then the actual hard copy 


textbook. 

But the Kindle isn't perfect, Bour- 
geois says “No page numbers is a 
huge bummer and the Kindle is 
also not great for looking at graphs 
and charts. You can also highlight 
and take notes on the Kindle but 
it is very different than having a 
physical book to flip through. Ifthe 
textbook is going to be used heav- 
ily in a class then I would say no to 
having the text on your Kindle. For 
instance, I would not recommend 
that a Nursing Student purchase an 
Anatomy book on the Kindle, but I 
would recommend that a commu- 
nications major would find it very 
helpful.” 

Basically Bourgeois is saying that 
it’s helpful to have the Kindle if you 
know you will only have simple 
readings to do, but if you're going 
to need to be studying your text- 
book daily, with all the graphs and 
charts and pictures, then it may be 
in your best interest to buy the hard 
copy textbook.

On another note, focusing more on 
the positives of having a Kindle in- 
stead of hard copy books, Patricia 
Woodbury, a Sophomore at WSU, 
says it is “cheaper to buy books on 
the kindle instead of going to the 
book store all the time.’

Also, you 
can just sit in your dorm, or bedroom 
at home, and download a new book 
in seconds. When asked whether or 
not she would recommend the Kin- 
dle to other students, Woodbury re- 
plied with, “I love my kindle. I would 
especially suggest it to students on 
a budget, or who don’t want to lug 
around three reading-for-pleasure 
books at once.” 


Both the NOOK and the Kindle 
have their pros and cons and when it 
comes down to picking which to buy, 
it often comes down to which com- 
pany you are more loyal to. Overall 
though, when it comes to pleasure 
reading or simple text readings for 


class, an eReader is the right thing to 
get.
